FBI annual report to the PFIAB 


Clarence M. Kelley, FBI Director, wrote the PFIAB chairman or 
3 July, copy to the DCI, stating his belief the FBI should 
continue to submit an annual report of its own to PFIAB. The 
report would relate primarily to FBI counterintelligence 
activities within the U.S. 


The PFIAB memorandum of 8 May "cancelling the requirement for 
individual annual reports to the Board, and, on an experimental 
basis, asking the DCI to submit a single integrated annual 
report" included the FBI Director as an addressee. The DCI 
memorandum of 23 May to UO f O' iinlwiLlm s all USIB members recuestec 
inputs to the annual report by 1 September. 


As currently planned, the DCI annual report to the President, 
copy of which will serve as the report to the PFIAB, will be 
oriented around the FY 1974 "Objectives for the Intelligence 
Community" - which made no mention of counterintelligence. 


A complete separation of reporting on FBI domestic counter- 
intelligence activities and the National Foreign Intelligence 
Program is highly desirable so a separate FBI report would be 
appropriate. FBI positive intelligence activities relating 
to the NFIP would just as appropriately be Included in the 
DCI annual report. Wheaton Byers, PFIAB Executive Secretary, 
concurs and his informally so advised Mr. Kelley's office. 

The proposed memorandum for DCI signature indicates his aoproval 
of the arrangement.
